LOCAL HAPPENINGS NEWS NOTES 

TOLD ID BRIEF FROM BUSTLING 


A joint meeting of citizens of 
Crocker Tract, Vista Grande, San 
Bruno and this city was held at 
the local city hall last Sunday 
morning to discuss the advisability 
of petitioning to have a second ju¬ 
dicial district established in the 
First Township of this county. 

Those present were J. S. O’Brien 
of ('rocker Tract; W. N. Talbott, 
H. C. Rothwell, C. W. Butler, 
E. C. Johnson and J. L. Brown, 
editor Record, of Vista Grande; 
A. A. LoReaux and. D. J. Lynch 
of San Bruno; \V. J. Martin, E, 

E. Cunningham, Harry Edwards, 

F. W. Langenbaeh and E. 1. 
Woodman of this city. 

Upon motion, temporary organi¬ 
zation was perfected by selecting 
E. W. Langenbaeh as chairman 
and E. I. Woodman as secretary- 

E. E. Cunningham of this city 
opened the discussion by stating 
that there was sufficient popula¬ 
tion in the ffrst township to per¬ 
mit having two judicial districts, 
and read from the general laws 
where it explained how they 
could be obtained. 

J. S. O’Brien of Crocker Tract 
stated that he conferred with two 
attorneys. One said it was too 
late to nominate an additional jus¬ 
tice and constable this year, and 
the other said he was not sure. 

J. L. Brown asked if it was 
of sufficient importance to go into 
the matter at this time. He 
thought it was too late. 

A. A. Green of San Bruno 
thought there was plenty time in 
which to go ahead with the mat¬ 
ter, and explained what was done 
in Fresco county in a similar case. 

W. A. Talbott of Vista Grande 
said that if there was to be an ad¬ 
ditional justice and constable he 
preferred to have them elected by 
the people than to be appointed 
after election by the board of su¬ 
pervisors. 

A general discussion was had as 
to the merits of the proposition, , 
and upon motion of Mr. O’Brien 
it was decided to appoint a com¬ 
mittee to confer with the county 
clerk, district attorney and board 
of supervisors and have matters 
so arranged that two judicial dis¬ 
tricts can be established in the 
first township before the August 


City Monday to present the peti¬ 
tion to County Clerk Fash, but he 
was absent. 

Supervisor Casey was conferred 
with, but he objected to taking 
any part in the matter, stating 
that it was too late to have two 
judicial districts established be¬ 
fore the August primaries. 

An opinion has been obtained 
from Attorney - General Webb, 
who advises that nothing can be 
done until it is legally shown that 
the population in the township is 
sufficient, which is done on the 
basis of the last Federal census, 
or by a census obtained officially 
under orders of the board of su¬ 
pervisors.! 

The next meeting will be held 
at Vista Grande Sunday morning, 
at 10 o’clock, when the committee 
will make iis report.

MADRIZ, THE LOSING PRESIDENT

These conditions Madriz refused to 
accept when they were first offered, 
while expressing the fullest confi¬ 
dence in the Government of the Unit¬ 
ed States, but in view of his latest 
reverses, the difficult conditions un¬ 
der which his military forces have 
been compelled to assume the aggres¬ 
sive, the lack of supplies and the de¬ 
bilitated condition of his soldiers, it 
is expected by the provisional leaders 
| that he will now give the proposals 
f more serious consideration. 

Conditions at Bluefields are giving 
the diplomatic representatives consid¬ 
erable anxiety, as all business has 
been interrupted and there are many 
wounded and helpless persons to he 
taken care of. 

COMPROMISE WITH RAILROADS 

_ 

The President and Railroad Men Hold 
Conference. 

The flurry over the railroad situa¬ 
tion at Washington has become a 
thing of the past. The railroad presi¬ 
dents went home; President Taft went 
horseback riding, and the railroad hill 
went to conference. 

Representatives of the Eastern and 
central roads, at a conference with the 
President, agreed to withhold all pro¬ 
posed freight rate Increases until the 
new railroad law becomes effective, 
and after that to submit the reason¬ 
ableness of the increases to the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission. The 
railroad interests in the South terri¬ 
tory declared that they had not as yet 
filed notices' of increase, hut that if 
they did they would be ready to abide 
by the decision of the Commission. 

At the Capitol things were not so 
pleasant. President Taft sent a spe¬ 
cial message to Congress, telling of 
the settlement he had reached with 
the railroads and urging that the pro¬ 
vision of the railroad bill that gives 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
power to investigate and suspend new 
rates be made effective immediately 
upon the signing of the act rather 
than have it go into effect along with I 
the other clauses, which have a sixty-; 
day limitation. 

Government May Win Coal Land. 

The Government has won an appar¬ 
ently important victory, the first it has 
gained since it began its prosecutions 
for alleged land frauds in the West, | 
in a decision handed down by Federal 
Judge Lewis in the Yampa anthracite 
case. Judge Lev.-is held that although 
the lands which the Government is 
now seeking to recover through equity 
suits were once involved in criminal 
cases, in which the defendants were 
discharged, the results of that trial do 
not enter into the chancery proceed- j 
ings, and the court overruled every 
motion to have the chancery suits 
thrown out. Under this ruling it is 
thought the Government may win back 
lands in Colorado alone worth $20,- 
000,000. 


The most serious uprising with 
which the Mexican Government has 
had to deal in a long time has oc¬ 
curred in the State of Yucatan, and 
troops are being rushed to the dis 
turbed area. In the meantime, reports 
indicate that there has been much 
bloodshed and that the insurgents are 
prepared for battle with the Govern¬ 
ment forces. 

The independent newspaper, El Dic- 
tamen, publishes dispatches from 
Merida, the capital of Yucatan, 'to the 
effect that forty persons were killed 
by the Maya Indians on Saturday. 
Further dispatches received say that 
5000 of these insurgents sacked the 
town of Yallodolid, ninety-five miles 
to the southeast of Merida, killing all 
the principal Government employes, 
the Chief of Police and others. They 
seized rifles and pistols and instituted 
a reign of terror. Many of the inhab 
itants of Yaiiodolid are fleeing to 
Merida. 

The gunboat Morelos has already 
left Vera Cruz with 600 soldiers, while 
the Yucatan gunboat Zaragoza is ly¬ 
ing in that port ready to take 1000 
additional troops, who are expected 
from the interior. 

Twenty miles of the Yucatan rail¬ 
road have been destroyed by the In¬ 
dians. It is reported that many tele¬ 
graph operators have been killed or 
are prisoners. The Jefe Politico and 
Judge of the Criminal Court are 
among the dead. 

It is understood that the cause of 
the trouble is dissatisfaction on the 
part of the Indians over the action of 
the Government officials regarding 
lands, but the exact point of contro¬ 
versy has not been made clear in the 
reports. It is not thought that any 
Americans are involved. 


SAN FRANCISCO PRODUCE MARKET 


Latest Conditions and Prices of 
Seasonable Products of California 


FRUIT—Apricots are in good sup¬ 
ply and the canners are taking the 
surplus of large sizes, which have only 
recently been in the market. Fancy 
Royals bring.75c@$l a box. Cherries 
are abundant, of good quality and at 
75tf/ 85c for Tartarian and 60@75c for 
Royal Annes, there is a good demand 
especially for finest. Peaches are get¬ 
ting plentiful, with inferior grades 
overstocking the market, at 85c a 
crate for the finest. Cantaloupes are 
coming in by carloads, meeting good 
sale hut with prices lower, at $2@2.25 
a crate. 

BERRIES—Fine strawberries are 
scarce, with Longworths $8@10 a 
chest, Malindas $4@6. Raspberries 
are also in light supply at $7@12; 
blackberries, $7(£/8. Loganberries are 
more plentiful and in good condition 
at $3.50@4.50. The extremely hot 
weather at the end of May ripened up 
the berry crop and it was rushed into 
the canneries and markets and the 
cool weather since has not kept a 
supply equal to the demand created Joi 
canning purposes. 

VEGETABLES There is a specula 
tive demand for onions that has sen' 
prices upward in the last few days, 
both reds and silverskin bringing from 
$1.35@1.50 a sack. Old potatoes are 
selling at any juice, the demand for 
new being good, with supply decreas 
ing. All kinds are ruling low, the 
finest selling at 75c@$l a 100. Toma¬ 
toes are increasing and California 
points are superseding Mexican sup¬ 
plies, especially from Merced county, 
at 75c@$l a box. 

DAIRY PRODUCE—Receipts of but¬ 
ter have been increasing in the open 
market since high prices have stopped 
storage. Since the first of the month 
the range has been from 28c down to 
26%c, extras holding at 27V 2 c from 
June 6th to 9th, with an advance to 
28%c for one day, on the 8th. 

Cheese continues steadily at 14c for 
California new flats. 

EGGS—Eggs have been held for the ! 
past week at nearly identical prices 
with butter, from 28c down to 27c.
